A robber, obviously an amateur, who 
tried to hold up the cashier of the 
People’s motion picture theater at 
1620 West 47th street without using 
a revolver last night was pursued by 
two special watchmen and shot and 
killed by one of them in the presence 
of a large crowd after he had sur- 
rendered. 

Arthur Bedard of 17 West Ohio 
street, who did the shooting, told the 
police it was accidental and his ver- 
sion was accepted after it had been 
corroborated by members of the crowd. 
He asserted that the throng had surged 
about him so tightly as he held the 
prisoner against a wall that the pres- 
sure caused his pistol to be discharged. 


Watch Robber for Two Hours, 


lobby shortly after 7 p. m. Bedard 
and his fellow watchman, George 
Bailey of 3123 West Congress street, 
watched him for nearly two hours 
from a vantage point behind the cur- 
tained doors. that led to the interior of 
the playhouse, where 2,000 patrons 
were watching the show. 

He was feigning intoxication, they 


stepped up to the < 
cage. In it were Miss Louise Bernard 
and Miss May Schaack, both of 1756 
West 47th street. They were count- 
ing the receipts, which amounted to 
about $2,000 for the day. 

Thrusting his hand under his coat 
to make it appear that he had a pistol, 
he demanded in a gruff voice: 

“Hand over that money.” 

Miss Bernard ducked down from 
her seat. Miss Schaack screamed. As 
she did so the two watchmen ran out. 


He turned into an alley on the west 
side of the theater, with the pursuers 
at his heels. Half a block west, at 
an intersection with another alley, he 
was caught. With the watchmen by 
this time was Policernan Michael 
Spatz, who had joined in the chase as 
the robber darted into the alley. 


Left in Charge of Watchmen. 

Leaving Bedard and Baiiey with 
drawn pistols, Policeman Spatz went 
to call for a patrol wagon. The crowd 
pressed in on the watchmen and Be- 
dard’s pistol was discharged. A bul- 
let struck the robber in the chest. He 
was carried into the lobby of the thea- 
ter and a physician was summoned. 
He died, however, before the latter’s 
arrival. 
In the pockets when the dead man 
was searched were 16 cents and a gas 
bill bearing the name W. Graham, 
5037 Harper avenue. An investigation 
was in progress early this morning to 
determine whether Graham was the 
man killed.

‘STORMING 


OF BASTILE’ IN 


PARIS FOILED 


7,200 Police Stop Coup 
of 10,000 Reds.

PARIS, Jan. 22.—A communist trick, 
aimed to t the release of two Red 
deputies from Sante prison by force, 
failed tonight, after a tense afternoon 
and evening, during which 7,200 po- 
lice and mounted republican guards 
patrolied the boulevards or stood in 
dark streets awaiting the zero hour. 

But it was only due to the quick wit 
Prefect 
Chiappe, that there was no zero hour 
and that Paris was saved from an- 
other night like Aug. 23, when the 
Sacco-Vanzetti riots occurred. 

“Death to Beurgeoise.” 

* Ten thousand Reds, carrying ban- 
nets with the slogans, “‘ Death to. the 
bourgeoise” and “A general amnes- 
ty,” assembled in the communist 
suburb of La .Valiois-Perret, ostensibly 
to lay a wreath at the grave of Louise 
Michel, the Red Joan of Arc, who was 
killed in the street fighting in Paris 
during the last day of the commune of 
1871. 

But, marching with military pre 
cision,. with communist youths — 
bobbed haired girls, red scarfs ahout 
their necks, as well as boys—-serving as 
scouts and messengers, the Reds sud- 
denly swerved toward the city. gates. 
The Red general staff had quietly 


passed the grord along the line, “ On to 
Sante prison.” 
The lige of march would have taken 


them right across town, with the pros- 
pect of serious disturbances and un- 
told damage. Five thousand police 
Were massed at the city gates and in 
all the west end of Paris to prevent 
this, but, to their astonishment, they 
saw the Red ranks suddenly melt, the 
marchers dive into subway entrances 
and waiting taxicabs—all the taxi driv- 
ers of Paris are Reds. Thus the Red 
general staff won the first move. 
; Radio a Warning. 

But M. Chiappe, who is *roud that 
he comes from Corsica, like Napoleon, 
was not so stupid. A dozen police pa- 
trols, equipped with wireless, installed 
at every gate, began crackling warn- 
ings to headquarters. 

While the police at the gates were 


| unable to get across town in time on 


horses, bicycles, and antiquated trucks, 
the mobile brigade, held in reserve 
down town, drew up in front of Sante 
prison fifteen minutes before the Red 
army, speeding on the subways and in 
taxis, arrived and began to assemble 
a few blocks away. The bolshevik 
ehieftains took a good look and prompt- 
ly postponed the taking of the: bastile 
to another day. segs 


Hint at Moscow Aid.

DON'T SURRENDER 
EQUALIZING 
STAND 


‘Compromise’ Farm Bill 
Worthless, He Says. 


{Chieago Tribune Press Service.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 22.—[Spe 
cial.]~-Enactment of the McNary-Hau- 
gen farm relief bill, minus the equaliza- 
tiog fee, would be “ surrender, and not 
compromise,” in the opinion of former 
Gov. Frank O. Lowden of. Illinois. 

Necessity for the retention of the 
controversial equalization fee was 
urged by Mr. Lowden today in com- 
menting on the situation in congress 
where the passage of a compromise 
measure without this provision has 
become a possibility. 

Mr. Lowden, who came to Washing- 
ton to attend the funeral yesterday of 
his old friend in congress, John W. 
Dwight, gave some consideration to 
the legislative situation today in a con 
ference with Representative Dickin- 
son [Rep., Ia.], one of the leading 
supportersjof the McNary-Haugen bill. 

Weuld Be Surrender. 

Mr. Lowden made it plain that he 
would prefer no legislation at this 
session rather than the passage of a 
bill without the equalization fee. } His 
attitude is counted upon by Represent- 
ative Dickinson and others active in 
the fight for the McNary-Haugen bill 
to stiffen up some of the Republican 
members “of the house committee on 
agriculture who, during the last few 
days have signified an intention to 
report the measure without the equali- 
zation fee. 

“I am for compromise always,” 
said Mr. Lowden. “ Without the equal- 
ization fee, or something like it, the 
bill would represent surrender and not 
compromise. 

“The situation is simply this: The 
codperatives that are purely market- 
ing associations are running up against 
the same difficulty all the time in their 
efforts to maintain a fair price. This 
is that the nonmembers get the full 
benefit of the improved price while 
the members have borne all the ex: 


nse. 
All Benefit, No Expense. 

“ Until some method is found where- 
by the added expense is spread over 
al] the producers, a successful co- 
operative organization cannot be main- 
tained. This is what the equalization 
fee undertakes to do.” 

The marketing codperatives have 
gone about as far as they can with- 
out something similar to the equaliza- 
tion fee. In view of the fact that this 
is the vital need of the codéperatives, 
to omit the equalization fee would be 
surrender. 

**I would not favor legislation with- 
out the fee just for the sake of getting 
some sort of a farm relief bill on the

SAO PAULO, Jan. 22.—With 80

- THE CHICAGO HARBOR. 
Under the auspices of the Commercial club, which 
also fostered the Chicago plan, Maj. Rufus Putnam 
has sketched a plan for the development of the Chi- 
cago harbor. The task was undertaken in anticipa- 
tion of the completion of the Gulf and St. Lawrence 
waterways. Without adequate barge terminals, it 
is obvious Chicago cannot reap the full advantage 
of connection with the Mississippi river; and, with- 
out docks for seagoing ships, there is little to be 
gained from the improvement of the St. Lawrence. 
Maj. Putnam was chosen for the task of planning 
the harbor Because of the knowledge of Chicago 
and its waterways which he acquired as resident 
engineer of the war department. There will be 
little quarrel with most of the features of the 
Putnam plan. He proposes to develop Lake Calu- 
met primarily as a barge terminal to serve heavy 
industries located around it and also for inter- 
change of freight between barge and rail lines. A 
terminal for ocean and lake ships will be built to 
the south of the mouth of the Calumet river. Here 
bulk cargoes will be handled, with facilities for in- 
terchange between lake and barge lines. A termi- 
nal for interchange between rail and barge lines 
will be constructed in the vicinity of Crawford and 
Ci avenues, along the drainage canal, and this 
Bite will also serve local industries. If it becomes 
inadequate, the transfer from water to rail, and 
vice versa, can be taken care of south of Joliet. 
The point in Maj. Putnam’s scheme upon which 
there is likely to. be considerabie diversity of opin- 
jon is his proposal to accommodate lake passengers 
and package freight at the mouth of the river, at 
the Municipal pier, and, if the demand warrants 
iis construction, at another pier just south of the 
Yiver mouth. This proposal is open to serious ob- 
jections. At present there is no railroad connection 
directly to the existing pier, and the carrying ca- 
pacity of the North Western's track along the north 
bank of the river, which might be extended to the 
pier, can scarcely be expanded beyond present re 
quirements, except at heavy cost. The existence 
of another freight terminal so close to the loop will 


‘kaa greatly to the congestion of traffic in the most 


Congested area in the city, while the presence of 
the terminals at the mouth of the river can hardly 
avoid marring the beauty of the lake front develop- | 
ment. | 

The package freight service which Maj. Putnam 
hopes to provide at the mouth of the river must 
be furnished somehow and somewhere. The orig- 
inal sketch for the Chicago harbor called for the 
eonstruction of lake terminals in the vicinity of 
Bixteenth street, That site has since been consid- 
ered the best one for the city’s airport. Another 
possible site, which was recommended by E. M. 
Antrim in his terminal survey for Ta» TRIBUNE, is 
at Forty-first street, where the Chicago Junction 
‘yailroad taps the [linois Central. That location 
offers a number of advantages, including avail- 
ability of a belt line railroad. 


With the exception of the central terminal, the || 


Putnam plan is acceptable, with minor changes, we 
believe... It has been drawn up with much under- 
standing of Chicago’s industrial and commercial re 
Guirements and of the requirements of traffic 
moving through Chicago. It is to be hoped that 
ms soon as possible the Commercial club will make 
the plan available in detail to all who are in a 
position to criticize it constructively.

Lieutenant Commander Thomas J. Doyle, appear-

The Paulding was one of the destroyers trans 
ferred to the coast guard for use in rum boat chas- 
ing. The coast guard has had one of the highest 
traditions in navy service. It has been proud of its 
work in the service of humanity. It has been a 
protective patrol, saving life, destroying derelicts, 
and taming some of the dangers of the sea, as well 
as guarding against smuggling. Then it was given 
prohibition enforcement duties. 

Until special inquiry has been made it will not 
be known to what extent this demoralizing duty 
may have recruited an unreliable and unwholesome 
element. It is known that every other line of en- 
forcement has attracted’ stupid, brutal, undepend- 
able men, many of whom sought the jobs for cor- 
rupt purposes. Consequently, enforcement on land 
has been attended by manslaughter, murder, house- 
breaking, bribery, lawlessness, and crimes singu- 
larly, its own, / 

The recent civil service examination revealed 
that by the simple tests three-fourths of the agents 
were entirely unfit for their duty. To what extent 
have these conditions entered a formerly fine 
branch of the naval establishment? It also has had 
its killings, and it is notable that the destroyer 
which destroyed the 8-4 was a rum chaser. Forty- 
one of the bravest men of the navy were the victims, 
A naval court inquiry will not be sufficient. Lieu- 
tenant Commander Doyle’s statements are of the 
gravest character. The inquiry now in progress 
must be supplemented by one which will take it 
out of the navy atmosphere; which will consider not 
only the Paulding and the S-4 but the conditions on 
every rum chaser, 

The conscientious and courageous men of the 
coast guard who have upheld its traditions, and 
who are competent for their duties, will feel deeply 
hurt by this; but, if prohibition has put any stigma 
on any part of their service, the cure must be pre- 
ceded by discovery.

The time has come for our nation to issue a Decia- 
ration of Independence, announcing to the whole 
world that it is no longer one of the states of the 
American Union.

The summer was 
moderately hot, but in spite qf that the 
general sickness rate kept below average. 

It seems that we have learned how to 
avoid summer disorders. For more than 
ten years the babies have been reason- 
ably healthy during hot weather. Baby 
food has become safe, and mothers know 
mother-craft. A ten years’ experience 
proves that. 

In the early fall the winter diseases 
came back a little earlier than usual 
and there was a brief period in which 
it looked as though some of the good 
record would go on the rocks. But the 


_October.and November record more than 


redeemed the losses of September; and 

December carried us down the home- 

stretch far ahead of the record of 1926. 

All in all, 1927 set a mark for 1928 to 
shoot at. If we can keep as healthy this 
year as we were last, we shall have rea- 
sons for congratulations. Until 1927 we 
had not held our own consistently for 
half a dozen years. In 1926 we lost 
a little, as compared with 1925. It is 
true that the gains in typhoid and dilar- 
rhea control kept up. It is true that the 
mastery of het weather disorders was 
progressive in that period. But when it 
came to the chest we did not hold our 
own in 1926, as compared with 1925. 
Consumption increased slightly. Tuber- 
culosis of the bones and joints did not 
increase, but neither did it decrease. 
Pneumonia was very much higher in 
1926. Bronchitis was slightly higher. 

The figures for 1926 and 1925 are offi- 
cial from the United States cénsus office 
for the full years. Those for 1927 are 
official from same office for most of 
the year, but not for all, and they relate 
to the cities only. 

If we are to equal the 1927 record each 
of us must live the laws of health and 
the health departments must “do their 
durndest.”

SINGAPORE, Straits Settlements, 
Jan. 22.—Much ado has been made 
over the question agg’ Who is to pay 
for the Singapore naval base?”
